12. WARRANT ARTICLE HEARINGS 

Article 19 Bylaw Amendment/Increase Fines for Unleashed Dogs (formerly Article 18) 

(tabled from 2/7/11 meeting) 

Ms. Christina Chalapatas, 172 Overlook Road, presented the Article and asked the Board to consider increasing the 
fines for off-leash dog violations. 

Mr. Hurd and Ms. LaCourt felt that the proposed fees would give the Animal Control Officer something to work with. 
Mrs. Mahon stated the Board would be amenable to adjustfees if the proponents came before Town Meeting with a 
substitute motion. 

Ms. LaCourt moved favorable action. SO VOTED (4-0) 

Article 20 Bylaw Amendment/Use of Minuteman Bikeway (formerly Article 19) 

(tabled from 2/7/11 meeting) 

The Board feels they cannot support this article to extend the present hours beyond 9:00 p.m. because the Town 
does not have sufficient officers to patrol the bike path. Without extra police patrol, the Board expressed concern for 
the safety of people. 

Ms. Rowe moved no action. SO VOTED (4-0) 

Article 21 Bylaw Amendment/Closing of Warrant 

Ms. LaCourt and Mr. Hurd moved no action. SO VOTED (2-2)*

Article 22 Bylaw Amendment/Town Meeting Standing Votes 
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Mr. Hurd moved approval. SO VOTED (4-0) 

Article 24 Bylaw Amendment/Massachusetts Public Records Law 

Mr. Loreti suggested that the Town raises the costs of public records if it doesn't want the information being 
requested to be released. Mr. Loreti referenced a requestin which he said he was told he would have to pay$1000 
to $1500 fore-mails related to a particular business property. Mr. Sullivan stated that Mr. Loreti's statement is a 
complete fabrication. 

Ms. LaCourt moved no action. SO VOTED (4-0) 

Article 25 Bylaw Amendment/Solicitation & Receipt of Gifts 

Mr. Loreti stated that a Town employee received free advice from a local attorney that he was doing business with 
and he feels their actions were inappropriate. Mr. Loreti stated he did not feel the employee acted unethically, but 
was manipulated byofficials of higher authority into believing his interactions with the attorneywere acceptable. Ms. 
LaCourt told Mr. Loreti that if he feels that strongly, he could file a complaint with the Ethics Commission. Mr. 
Sullivan stated that Mr. Loreti's statements are outrageous and unfounded allegations. 

Ms. LaCourt moved no action. SO VOTED (4-0) 

Article 26 Bylaw Amendment/Spy Pond Motor 

The following residents appeared before the Board opposing the Article: 

Betsy Leondar-Wright, 21 Belknap Street, appeared before the Board and stated that although she supports the 
crew team, the 10 miles per hour limit is difficult to enforce and that a no-wake zone would be a better method of 
discouraging irresponsible boating.

The crew team members stated that their boats rarely reach speeds higher than six miles per hour and they never 
exceed the 10 mile per hour limit. 

The parents and members of the Arlington- Belmont Crew Team stated thatthe restrictions would be detrimental to 
their practices on Spy Pond and could possibly end the program. They feel the existing bylaws are adequate to 
control the speed and noise on the pond. 

Ms. LaCourt and the Board asked thatthe crew team, the Spy Pond neighbors and the Boys & Girls Club have a 
conversation and reach an agreement before Town Meeting starts. 

Ms. Rowe moved no action SO VOTED (4-0)

Elizabeth Karpati, 49 Colonial Drive, asked that corrections be made on two signs that are at the entrance of the 
boat ramp.
